596 AS CREDITORS 


Edwardsville Auto ‘Wiz- 
ard’ Files Bankruptcy 


Schedules at Spring- | 


field — Includes 1151 
Who Got Refunds. 


. Robert L. Knetzer, bankrupt 
automobile “wizard” of Edwards- 
ville, listed individual liabilities 
totaling $2,444570 and assets 
amounting to $181,299 in a sched- 
ule filed today in United States 
District Court at Springfield, Tl. 

The bulk of the debts is in un- 


gecured claims, it was reported. 
These total $2,406,560. Sixteen 
typewritten pages were required 
to list the unsecured creditors, 
there being 596 names of persons 
from all over the Middle West 
who deposited money with the 
dealer on the’ promise of later de- 
livery of new “used” automobiles 
at list price. | 

St. Louis and St. Louis county 
residents numbering 152 are listed 
among the creditors with unse- 
cured claims. Other persons, list- 
ed only by name, also may be St. 
Louisans. 

Large St. Louis Creditors. 

Most of the creditors are owed 
sums ranging from $1000 to $2000, 
but a few larger totals are in- 
cluded. R. W. Jaffke, 6454 Mar- 
maduke avenue, is owed $11,300. 
A C. C. Buckingham, whose home 
city is given both as Brentwood 
and St, Louis, has two claims for 
ea total of $6300. A Tony Pelusa, 
whose street address is not given 
and who is not listed in direc- 
tories, is owed $4000, 

In the list of unsecured credi- 
tors the name of Arthur F. 
Kramer of Jerseyville, alfalfa 
field associate of Knetzer, oc- 
curred repeatedly. Debts to 
Kramer ran to $1,658,509. The 
next largest individual creditor 
listed was C. C. Moss. of Paris, 
Ill., with claims totaling, $174,000. 

-Aside from the debts'to Kramer, 
Knetzer said he owed 595 other 
individuals $748,051. 

Lists 1151 Whe Got Refunds. 

Knetzer Hsted 1151 names of 
individuals who obtained refunds 
of their deposits during the last 
year, Refunds averaged about 
$1500, and the total repaid was ap- 
proximately $1,500,000, 

Included im the list were re- 
funds totaling $304,378 to 263 resi- 
dents of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county. Most of the refunds were 
for sums between $1000 and $2000, | 
but Sanford Sparks, 514 South 
Hanley road, was repaid $3600 in 
three installments. 

A man listed as M. Silverstein, 
St. Louis, was refunded $3100, and 
a Tom Peluso, St. Louis, changed 
his mind about.the deal in time 
to get back $4000. The refunds 
were made between about August 
1947 and last Oct. 1. 

For Knetzer Motor Sales Co., his 
firm in Edwardsville, Knetzer 
listed labilities of $14,996 and as- 
sets of $23,587. 

The automobile dealer reported 
that he owed about $20,000 in Itli- 
nois sales taxes and $2410 in rent. 
Secured claims were listed at 
$15,000. 

-In a foreword to the long list 
of unsecured claims Knetzer de- 
clared: “The bankrupt states the 
following lists of unsecured credit- 
ors are shown from his records 
and memory.” He expressed the 
belief many of tiiese creditors got 
refunds or delivery on automo- 
biles, adding, “The bankrupt is 
therefore unable to state at this 
time the persons herein listed 
actually have claims.” If neces- 
sary, an amended schedule will 
be filed later, it was pointed out.

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SNOW DIVERTED

PRESSURE SHIFT 


But Temperature Is Expected 
to Drop to Near-Freez- 
ing Point Tonight. 


A south wind and a shift to the 
northeast of a low-pressure area 
will keep St. Louis from getting 


the heavy snowstorms that have 
been moving from Kansas to 
South Dakota, Weatherman Harry 
F. Wahlgren predicted today. 
This is not to say, he hastened 
to point out, that the weather 
here in the next 24 hours is going 


tonight and to hover in the low 
40s tomorrow afternoon. Rain, 
possibly mixed with snow, was 
forecast for tonight and there was 
likelihood of snow flurries tomor- 
row, Wahlgren said. 

The temperature, which alter- 
nated between 58 and 59 degrees 
from 10 p.m. to 6 am., dropped 
to 48 at 7 am. today. Almost any 
kind of weather can be expected 
at this time of the year, Wahlgren 
said. The highest temperature this 
late in the year, 80 degrees, was 
recorded Nov. 19, 1942, and the 
coldest of the early winter season, 
8 above zero, was recorded Nov. 
14, 1880. 

A 50-mile-an-hour wind accom- 
panied the snowstorms in the 
plains states, piling up drifts six 
to eight feet deep in some places. 
The warmest spot in the country 
yesterday was Corpus Christi, 
Tex., with 88 degrees. The coldest 
this morning was Leadville, Colo., 
with 8 degrees below zero.

Latter’s Wife, a Sister of 
Former, Reported Un- 
able to Stand Tehran’s 
Climate. 


CAIRO, Nov. 19 (AP) — King 
Farouk and Queen Farida have 
been divorced, a communique 
from the royal palace announced 
today. The palace announced also 
that the Empress Fawzia of Iran, 
Farouk’'s sister, had been divorced 
by her husband, Shah Reza Pah- 


levi. Neither of the wives has a 
male heir. to the Egyptian or 
Iranian thrones. 

A communique on the Egyptian 
King’s divorce issued. by 
ce said: | 
“God's will ordered that the 
sacred relation between the noble 
couple be broken. This will di- 
rected the hearts of King Farouk 
and Queen Farida to a desire for 
a divorce while both felt regret. 

“In fulfillment of this desire, 
King Farouk signed the divorce 
on Nov, 17, 1948. 

“The royal cabinet while making 
this announcement pray to God to 
prepare for King Farouk what 
will make the country happy.” 

The communique on the divorce 
of King Farouk’s sister said: 

“Two and a half years ago, Em- 
press Fawzia was obliged to re- 
turn home on advice of her physi- 
cians for treatment. The doctors 
then discovered with regret that 
the Tehran climate did not suit 
Her Majesty but constituted a 
danger to her health. 

“It was then agreed,. according 
to Islamic principles, that she be 
divorced from Emperor Mohamed 
Reza Pahlevi. This divorce, can- 
not by any means affect the 
existing friendly relations between 
Egypt and Iran. The mutual feel- 
ing of appreciation between the 
two great rulers is the biggest 
guarantee that those friendly re- 
lations will increase to the mutual 
advantage of both countries.” 

The communique did not give 
the exact date of the divorce. A 
similar announcement was made 
last night in Tehran. 

Twenty-eight- year-old Farouk 
was married in January 1938. The 
bride, then 17, was Sasi Naz. Sul- 
fikar, granddaughter of Moham- 
med Pasha. Said, former Prime 
Minister of Egypt. Her father, 
Youssef Sulfikar Pasha, subse- 
quently was named Egyptian Am- 
bassador in Tehran, 

Three daughters were born to 
the royal couple. There was no 
male offspring of the marriage. 
According to the Egyptian consti- 
tution only males.can inherit the 
throne. ‘ Ae

born Nov. 17, 1938; Fawzia, born 
April 7, 1940, and Fadia, born

The group agreed to sponsor 
and support an ordinance which 
will be introduced within the next 
two weeks to provide for the elec- 
tion of freehollders at the munici- 


A new charter for the city gov- 
ernment, or revision and modern- 
ization of the present charter has 
been advocated many times by 
groups that have studied the St. 
Louis municipal government. The 
last recommendation on this sub- 
ect was in 1947 by the Citizens’ 
Tax Commission, which made a 
thorough study of the city’s fiscal 
problems. 

Bill for Study Yending. 

The commission recommended 
that an over-all study be. made 
of the entire city structure with 
the view of revising the present 
charter or adopting a new one. A 
bill to appropriate $15,000 for this 
purpose has been dormant for 
more than six months in the Leg- 
islation Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. The committee is 
headed by Alderman Herman No- 
vack of the Fifth Ward. 

“There is no indication that the 
bill will be acted on soon,” the 
Mayor said after yesterday’s con- 
ference with aldermanic leaders, 
“so. .it was decided to proceed this 
way. The over-all program was 
to make the study arid then pro- 
pose the election of freeholders. 
I’m not too hopeful that the Leg- 
islation Committee will report the 
bill out soon, If the freeholders 
are elected, they can proceed to 
make their own study without 
more delay.” 

Novack, as chairman of the Leg- 
islation Committee, was one of the 
aldermanic leaders invited to yes- 
tefday’s meeting. He was report- 
ed out of town and did not. al C :

Attending the meeting with the 
Mayor were President Charles E. 
Albanese of the Board of Alder- 
men; Vice-President John W. 
Hoerr; Majo 5 Floor Leader

Complete revision of the char- 
ter, which sets up the framework 
under which the city government 
functions, has been indicated for 
Many years, the Mayor said. The 
present charter, adopted in 1914, 
was designed for a slower age and 
places many impediments in the 
way of efficient government, he 
stated. The present dispersion of 
authority causes a large amount 
of confusion in the operation of 
the city’s government, he added. 

The freeholders would be at- 
thorized to make a complete 
study of the entire problem and 
present a new charter, or revision 
of the present one, to the people 
for approval or rejection. 

Year for Drafting Charter. 

The Mayor said he thought such 
study and drawing up of a new 
charter or a revised charter would 
take at least a year. 

The freeholders would be elect- 
ed on a non-partisan basis and 
the 13 candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes would be 


After the freeholders have made 
their proposal, it can be adopted 
or rejected by a majority vote of 
the people at an election in which 
the proposal is submitted, the 
Mayor said. . 

The present charter was the 
second proposal submitted by a 
Board of Freeholders elected in 
1913. An earlier proposal was re- 
ected. The present charter is 

sixth in the city’s history. The 
first was adopted in 1822. It last- 
ed until 1839 when a second was 
adopted. |

years. A third, enacted in 1843,

WASHINGTON; Nov. 19 (AP)— 
High prices may be slowing up 


be the weather, or something else. 

Whatever the reason, fewer 
dollars clinked into department 
store tills the first two weeka of 
November than were rung up in 
the same weeks of last year. 

The drop was 8 per cent in the 
first week of the month; 9 per 
cent last week. 

That meant the actual amount 
of goods sold was even less—be- 
cause prices are higher than they 
were a year ago. 

Since the end of the war, de- 
partment store sales have risen to 
One new high after another in 
Federal Reserve Board surveys. 

Declines for two consecutive 


weeks have been so rare officials 
couldn’t recall offhand when one 
last occurred. 


Other Possible Factors. 


These officials: say, however, 
that a two-week showing is not 
enough to establish a definite 
trend. Also, there are other fac- 
tors which might explain the dip 
at least partly. 

In some sections, merchants 
thought business was hurt by un- 
seasonable warmth; in others, by 
unseasonable cold. But the de- 
cline showed up in all 12 Federal 
Reserve districts blanketing the 
nation. 

Another possible explanation for 
the decline, officials said, is that 
perhaps American consumers are 
returning. to their traditional 
practice of waiting until the late 
hours—or even the “last minute” 
—to do their Christmas shopping. 

Last year, as in preceding years 
going back into the wartime, con- 
sumers were faking it a practice 
to do their Christmas buying 
early—partly for fear of scarcities. 
| year, there is a good sup- 
ply of ‘most goods and in some 
lines—such as radios and some 
clothing items—stocks have been 
so plentiful that prices have been 
marked down. 

Bargain Sales Popular. 

One deflection of price con- 
sciousness was the good showing 
of basement bargain counters in 
comparison with “main floor” 
sales. 

But even with the new lag, sales 
ean: searcely be called bad — 
they're simply not getting better. 

The department store figures 
for the first two weeks of No- 
vember showed the dollar turn- 
over was 220 and 246 per cent, re- 
spectively, above the weekly av- 
erage for prewar 1935-39. 

Furthermore, officials note that 
the greatest single prop to yetail 
sales — consumer incomes—was 
holding a record high annual rate 
of $214,600,000,000 a year in Sep- 
tember, the latest month recorded. 

For factory workers and many 
other wage and salary workers, 
income was still on the way up 
as a result of wage-rate increases. 

On the other hand, farm income 
was commencing to edge down as 
crop prices moved toward lower 
levels. 


Dollar Volume Off Here for Third 
Consecutive Week. 

Dollar volume of department 
store sales in St. Louis, following 
the pattern of the national de- 
cline, has fallen off for the third 
consecutive week, .he Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St Louis reported 
today. 

Sales were down 13 per ¢ent for 
the week ended last Saturday, 12 
per cent the week before and 3 
per cent for the week ended Oct. 
30, as compared with sales for the 
corresponding weekr las+ year, the 
bank said. 

The decline in local sales halted 
@ generally increasing volume of 
business during October, when 
weekly sales were reported 7 to 13 
‘per cent higher than a year ago. 

For the four-week period ended 
last Saturday, department store 
sales here were down 5 per cent 
from those of the same period in 
1947. The cumulative sales in St. 
Louis for: 1948, up to. last Satur- 
day, however, were 8 per cent 
above those for the corresponding 
periad last year, due to increased 
sales during the earlier part of 
the year. -

'Twin-J et Cutlass Expect- 


ed to Outperform Any 
Combat Ship — Resem- 
bles Duck in Flight.

WASHINGTON, Nov. i19—The 
Navy is testing a new tailless 
twin-jet fighter which it thinks 
will better the performance of 
any combat plane now known. 

It has stubby swept-back wings, 
a long nose and generally resem- 
bles something between a V-2 
rocket and a wild duck in flight. 
It is called the Cutlass and desig- 
nated the XF7U-1, and apparently 
was designed to fly faster than 
the speed of sound. 

Capt. F. M. Trapnell, 46 years 
old, who flew the plane for a 
group of reporters at the naval 
air test center at Patuxent River, 
Md., yesterday, described it-as.“a 
high mack number airplane,” 
which means that it is meant to 
operate in the vicinity of the 
speed of sound. 

Hasn’t Been Opened Up. 

‘ The plane has been flown 25 
times and has not yet been opened 
up. .The Navy says it,.has flown 
very fast at very high altitudes 
but has not been tested at near 
sea level. Trapnell coasted across 
the field a number of times yes- 
terday at 450 to 500 miles an hour 
and at an altitude of about 150 
feet. 

At that speed the plane’s motion 
appeared effortless. It made very 
little noise and soared lightly to 
about 4000 feet at the conclusion 
of each run. Lined up on _ the 
apron beside some of its prede- 
cessors its appearance was fan- 
tastic. It made such planes as 
the. sleek McDonnell Phantom and 
McDonnell Banshee, jet planes 
manufactured in St. Louis, look 
obsolete, and the famous Navy 
Corsair fighter of the last war, 
seem like a relic of another age. 

Of Super-sonic Design. 

The Navy expects the. Cutlass 
to be faster than the Air Force’s 
F-86 jet fighter, which two months 
ago was flown at 670 miles an 
hour, or 90. miles an hour slower 
than the speed of sound at sea 
level. Whether it will skim through 
the so-called sonic barrier, where 
great air disturbance is encoun- 
tered, remains to be seen, but the 
design is similar to wind tunnel 
models constructed with this goal 
in mind. 

The Air Force’s Bell X-1, a 
rocket ship, has flown “much fast- 
er than the speed of sound many 
times.” It is a straight wing ex- 
perimental plane not suitable for 
operational use at the present 
time. 

The Chance-Vought XF7U-l, 
however, is designed as a service 
airplane for aircraft’ carriers, 
which means that it must have, 
in addition to speed, adequate 
range, maneuverability, ease of 
maintenance, high rate of climb, 
stability as a gun platform, fold- 
ing wings, low stalling speed and 
gear for use in catepuit takeoffs 
and arrested landings. 

Radical, But ‘Logical.’ 

Paul Baker, chief engineer of 
the Chance Vought Co., said the 
XF7U-1 is radical only in looks 
because it represents “a logical 
design.” 

Trapnell, director of tests af 
the Navy station, said, however, 
that from the point of view of the 
pilot “it is the most radical plane 
we have ever seen in operational

“We agreed to accept the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill,” Bates said, 
“because it was a compromise 
which Republicans and Democrats 
promised they could pass. But 
Taft laid down on the job. Now 
we've got to have a much better 
bill to meet the need.”

TO CHIANG SAID T0 
AVOID PROMISES 


President Reported to 
Have Merely Cited 
Speed-Up in Aid—For- 
restal Ends Visit.

KEY WEST, Fla., Nov. 19 (AP) 
~President Truman, nearing the 
end of his post-election vacation 
in the sun and warmth of the na- 
tion’s southernmost city, kept 


close watch today on international 
crises thousands of miles apart— 
Europe and China. 

The President’s staff, however, 
clamped tighter the lid of secrecy 
covering White House considera- 
tion of Chiang Kai-shek’s appeal 
for a new statement of encour- 
agement and support for the Chi- 
nese Government, and was silent 
likewise on questions raised by 
other crises abroad. 

There was no disclosure of the 
contents of Truman’s reply to the 
personal appeal of the Chinese 
President, nor comment on it. 

The New York Times, however, 
said in a story from Nanking that 
Chiang asked for a strong state- 
ment from the United States on 
its future moral and material aid, 
as well as for a more vigorous 
participation in China’s war effort 
and from the immediate increase 
of its material aid to China. 

Truman’s reply, the Times story 
gaid, pointed out this counrty was 
speeding up its shipment of mili- 
tary supplies to China, but made 
no commitments beyond the pres- 
ent $400,000,000 program. 

Report Made by Forrestal. 

The flight here yesterday of 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal for 
a 45-minute conference with Tru- 
man was dismissed as a simple 
visit by the. Secretary to submit 
a 10-page:-memorandum and on 
oral report on his recent visit to 
Europe. 

Forrestal flew back to Washing- 
ton in the afternoon, staying only 
long enough to shake hands with 
Representative Sam Rayburn 
(Dem:), Texas, the prospective 
Speaker again of the House, who 
came in to be Truman’s guest. 
The President is flying back to 
Washington Sunday for an im- 
portant full-scale review of the 
peace outlook Monday. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall and the roving Economic 
Co-operation Administration am- 
bassador W. Averell Harriman, 
will supply the data. 

Meanwhile, the President, now 
tanned and ruddy, went back to 
the beach for a swim and a sun- 
bath. 

The President and Forrestal 
postponed until later a discussion 
of the crisis facing the Chiang 
Government in their talk yester- 
day. They concentrated on the 
European situation, with empha- 
sis on the Berlin blockade and a 
discussion of the rearming of 
western Europe. 

No News on Resignation. 

The Truman-Forrestal confer- 
ence, Presidential Press Secretary 
Ross reported, did not concern the 
hard-pressed Ch‘.ng armies, or 
Forrestal’s prospective departure 
from the Cabinet. He has left up 
to the President the time of his 
resign.tion. 

“What's the situation on For- 
restal’s resignation?” a reporter 
asked Ross afterward. 

“There is no situation,” Ross re- 
plied promptly. “That matter, I 
am told, did not come up at all.” 

“Will the President ask Forres- 
tal to remain in the Cabinet?” 

“IT have no comment on any 
changes’ that may be made in the 
Cabinet,” Ross : sserted.

draulic power, but the “feel” of 
manually operated or boosted con- 
trols is simulated by a _ special 
mechanism.

Cockpit 12 Feet Off Ground. 

When the plane is at rest the 
Pilot’s cockpit in the nose is about 
12 feet from the ground, necessi- 
tating the use of a ladder for en- 
trance.

The craft 
seems to settle to the ground, 
closely resembling a mallard 
alighting on water. The landing 
speed is 100 to 120 miles an hour.

A lease 
on an apartment in Stuttgart, 
Ark., was valued at $1000, and 
four hunting dogs were listed at 
a total of $200. 

Assets included a lease on a 
duck reservoir near Stuttgart, but 
the value was not listed. 

The real estate summary did not 
include Knetzer’s $50,000 home in 
Edwardsville, a $5000 vacant lot 
there or a $45,000 home in Park 
Ridge, a suburb of Chicago, where 
Dorothy Kelch, who posed as 
Knetzer’s wife, has been living. 
These, it was explained, were ex- 
cluded pending approval of a 
compromise agreement which 
would add $72,500 to the amount 
of Knetzer’s assets made available 
for ‘the creditors.

MOSES LAKE AIR FORCE 
BASE, Wash., Nov. 19 (AP) — 
Pilots who fly the Air Force's 
newest jet ‘bomber, the Boeing 
B-47 Stratojet, say it handles like 
a fighter despite its near B-29 
size and weight.

Patients who undergo opera- 
tions should begin walking as/ 
soon as they recover from the 
alesthetic, the United States 
Chapter, International College of 
Surgeons, was told today. 

Evidence in support of this 
theory was advanced by Dr. D. J. 
Leithauser of Detroit, one of the 
first surgeons in the United States 
to’ stress early ambulation. 

Postoperative illness stems from 
harmful nerve impulses that origi- 
nate in the area of injury, he ex- 
plained. These impulses unduly 
activate or inhibit glands and 
muscles, both voluntary and in- 
voluntary, This abnormal func- 
tion when prolonged causes some 
of the most serious complications. 

Other Treatment, 

The abnormal function may be 
counteracted by inducing normal 
activity on the part of the vol- 
untary muscles, Dr. Leithauser 
stated. Under certain conditions, 
deep breathing and coughing ac- 
complish this, but the most effec- 
tive of all means is walking. This 
induces normal tone and function 
of remote glands and involuntary 
muscles, he emphasized. 

A method of treating com- 
pressed spinal fractures which dis- 
penses with plaster casts and 
greatly reduces the period of hos- 
Pitalization was outlined by Dr.

A method of eliminating the| |

BILL FOR LICENSING 
REALTY SALESMIEN 


Alderman Offers Measure to 
Set a! Commission and 
efine Ethics. ; 


A bill for an ordinance to Ii- 
cense real estate salesmen and to 
define ethics of their dealings 
with the public, was introduced 
into the Board of Aldermen today 
by Alderman Joseph Slay of the 
Seventh Ward. Slay said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
acted at the request of “a friend 
of mine in the real estate busi- 
ness.” 7 

The bill provides for appoint- 
ment of a real estate commission 
of three persons, for five-year 
terms, one to be from each of the 
three local congressional districts. 
The commission would set up 
standards and fix qualifications of 
applicants. 

It is proposed to issue licenses 
to a real estate broker at a fee 
of $50 initially, annual renewal, 
$25; to associations, at $75 and 
$50, and to individual salesmen at 
$5 and $2.50. On suspension of 
a broker’s license, the broker’s 
salesmen would be suspended. 

Offenses for which licenses 
would be revoked are fisted 
as: Substantial misrepresentation; 
false promises; acting for more 
than one party in a deal without 
the knowledge of all parties; fail- 
ing to account for money handled; 
or any improper, fraudulent or 
dishonest dealing. The penalty 
would be a fine up to $500 for an 
individual and $1000 for a cor- 
poration. 

The ordinance would require 
that all for sale signs displayed on 
property, and all newspaper ad- 
vertisements of real estate for 
sale, should state the name of the 
owner and the broker. 

Two supplementary appropria- 
tion bills were introduced, with 
approval of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. These were 
a bill for $609,248, to meet in- 
creased cost of institutions and 
departments over the regular ap- 
propriation, and $159,000 for the 
cost of employing 219 additional 
firemen for the part of the fiscal 
year from Jan. 1 to next April. 

Two bills relating to rubbish 
collection were voted by the board. 
One gives the Streets and Sewers 
Department, through its division 
of refuse, authority to set up regu- 
lations for handling of rubbish. 
The commissioner of refuse is to 
direct householders where the rub- 
bish is to be placed. In buildings 
occupied by less than five fami- 
lies, householders must provide 
containers; in those with five fam- 
ilies or more, the owner has this 
responsibility. Containers must be 
water-tight, not larger than 32 
ballons capacity; rubbish and gar- 
bage containers must be kept sepa- 
rate, and their contests must not 
be mixed. Large objects of refuse 
must be set out in bundles. The 
other bill provides regulations for 
operation of private dumps, and 
for sanitary land fills.

PARIS, Nov. 19 (AP)—Garry 
Davis, who renounced his Ameri- 
ean citizenship to become “a citi- 
zen of the world,” was ejected 
from the United Nations General 
Assembly today after a demon- 
stration that threw the hall into 
an uproar.

“An angel walks by Harry’s 
side,” explained an old Truman 
friend« “Sort of a Seeing-Eye 
angel that guides him past ob- 
stacles and into the clear. Harry 
is a religious man, and as the 
years roll by he becomes more 
and more convinced that. he 
walks with the angels, or the 
angels walk with him. How else 


can you explain his ability to 
overcome seemingly insurmount- 
able obstacles? When he was a 
boy or a young man or a middle- 
aged man, what would you have 
given for his chances to become 
Vice President of the United 
States with Roosevelt?

President Truman may thank 
his lucky stars, or his angel, for 
the outcome of the two major 
conventions in Philadelphia—one 
nominated Truman, the other 
nominated Gov.

Others Might Have Done Better. 

Looking back, it can be seen 
that young Harold Stassen might 
have done better for the Repub- 
licans, particularly in the corn 
belt which Truman stole from 
right under Dewey’s mustache. 
Plain-spoken Bob Taft might have 
done well in some other states 
where Tom Dewey’s * high-level 
platitudes got nowhere. 

Next to reviving the New Deal 
to capture the industrial areas, 
Truman’s chief accomplishment in 
the campaign was to win back 
the farmers who began slipping 
away from the Democratic fold 
in 1940 and 1944. Bumbling Bob 
Taft had aroused the farmers’ 
suspicion during the Nebraska 
primary in April, when he was 
quoted as saying farm prices were 
too high.

And 
he brought in Harold Stassen as a 
witness against Tom Dewey, the

Seized on Stassen Interview. 

Stassen, who took a more active 
part in Dewey’s behalf than did 
Taft (though neither had any 
great liking for the New York 
Governor) had gone to Albany to 


confer with Dewey and afterward 

had given an interview to the 

press which Truman seized on. 
“Gov. Stassen started the attack 


on the farm support program on |. 


his boss’s doorstep in Albany,” 
Truman told his farm audiences. 
And he quoted the Wall Street 
Journal as analyzing the Stassen 
interview and arriving at this con- 
clusion: “Mr. Stassen is in fact 
proposing a far-reaching reform 
of the price support policy or he 
doesn’t make sense.” 

To which Truman added his 
Own comment: 

‘I think he (Stassen) knew 
what he was talking about, and I 
think he was talking under orders. 

“The hue and cry that was 
raised by this attack was so great 
that the Republican party immedi- 
ately issued statements in favor of 
farm price supports—in principle, 
they said. - 

“Does that mean that they are 
for the farm price program, or 
are they against it?”

In the field of sport, for example 
the duck and geese population of 
this continent has fluctuated dur- 
ing the last 10 years between 27,- 

000 and 125,000,000. Drouths, 
freeze-overs, overshooting all 
helped to diminish the population 
a decade ago, During the war 
reduced shooting and spetial con- 
servation measures brought the 
population back to the peak fig- 
ure, Then when the _ veterans 
came home, «with new skills in 
handling firearms, the ducks and 
geese fell off again. 

While the duck hunter popula- 
tion rose from a pre-war figure 
of 650,000 to 2,000,000, the water- 
fowl population dropped to around 
54,000,000, where it stands today.

Despite this extremely heavy 
hunting pressure’ on waterfowl, 
the next Congress will be impor- 
tuned as in every session to liber- 
alize federal laws on migratory 
waterfowl.

lines of the treaty has already 
in fact been reached. It will 
be modeled on the existing Rie - 
pact. The heart of it will be 
that each member nation is 
committed to go to war against 
an aggressor if another mem- 
ber nation is attacked. To this 
basic commitment provisions 
for pooling of. resources and 
mutual consultation will be 
added. And there will be two 
small loopheles.

Some Vital Issues. 

All this is pretty well agreed. 
Yet a number of vital issues re- 
main to be settled. The first of 
these is simply the question: Who 
is to be invited to join the pact? 
There are now seven prospective 
members. But there are six other 
nations to which invitations may 
be extended. 


Eire, Portugal, Iceland and, last 
but not least, Italy. There is 
little doubt that Italy and Portu- 
gal would quickly accept an invi-. 
tation to join. Eire and Iceland 
are more doubtful. Norway and 
Denmark hope to avoid any break 
with their neighbor Sweden, 
which is at the moment dead set 
against coming in, They are now 
trying to make some special re- 
gional arrangement with Sweden, 
but under any ¢ircumstances it is 
now probable that Norway and 
Denmark will accept if they are 
asked to subscribe to the pact. 

But are these six countries to 
be asked to join? The French are 
more than doubtful, especially as 
regards Italy. They point to their 
own prewar experience as a 
tragic object lesson in the danger 
of making commitments which 
cannot be fulfilled. More prac- 
tically, they fear that as a con- 
sequence of bringing in other 
countries, American aid in ere- 
arming Europe will be spread too 
thin, and. the French share will 
thus be inadequate. 

The American policy makers, 
on the other hand, are more and 
more convinced that Italy and the 
rest must be invited to join. They 
agree that under the peace treaty, 
any revision of which could be 
vetoed by the Soviets, Italy will 
remain a military liability. But 
the political effects of excluding 
Italy might be disastrous; to the 
Italians, and indeed to the Krem- 
lin, it might seem an open declar- 
ation that Italy was to be thrown 
to the wolves. As for Norway, 
Denmark, Eire, Iceland and Por- 
tugal, a glance at the map. is 
sufficient to suggest the strategic 
meaning of these countries.

Chairman Fleck Replies 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

_ In justice to the Illinois Liquor Con- 
trol Commission and to myself person- 
-ally, I feel that a reply to your editorial 
of Oct. 17, “Shaking Down the Taverns,” 
is called for. I have waited, however, 
until after the election, so that no politi- 
cal implications might be read into my 
reply, 

You state that the Liquor Control 
_Commission has the power to license and 

to revoke licenses and otherwise to ap- 
ply the state liquor control laws. The 
implication is that we have’ this power 
over the 23,040 taverns you . mention. 
In this connection I suggest that you 
consult the Illinois Statutes, Chapter 43, 
and particularly ae 108, 109, 
112, 149 and 150. 

Such an examination will ‘ats you 
that the State Liquor Control Commis- 
sion has no power to issue a license to 
‘a retailer unless such license has been 
granted by the local commissioner, and 
if it has been so granted locally, it*is 
mandatory on the State Commission to 
issue such license. 

The State Commission has no power 
‘whatever to revoke a license, that power 
‘being delegated to the local comission. 
The State commission can hear appeals 
from a retailer whose license has been 
revoked, but its powers are wholly ap- 
pellate and not original. 

Indeed, the only powers of the 62 
liquor investigators you mention, so far 
as taverns are concerned, is to enter 
“upon the premises and see whether the 
operator has obtained a State license. 

The fact is that the powers of the 
State Liquor Control Commission are 
‘so limited as to make it impotent in 
“many cases in which it should have ju- 
risdiction. We have endeavored to obtain 
amendments to the laws which would 
give the commission sufficient author- 
‘ity to clean up a situation which in 
some localities is obviously bad. 

Indeed, a study of the act will also 
show you that, with very few exceptions 
cases of rare occurrence—the commis- 
~sion has no power over distilleries and 
‘breweries except and until a conviction 
“has been obtained in a court in the 
county in which the violation occurred. 

Obviously the word “control” in the 
title of the act “Liquor Control Commis- 
sion” is out of place and misleading. 

_ Now as to certain other statements 
in your editorial. You state that the 62 
liquor investigators were called to Chi- 
cago to a secret meeting and told to in- 
" crease their efforts in behalf of the Tli- 
“nois Governor. 
| The fact is that no meeting of the in- 
~westigators has been held either on a 
-state-wide or district or local basis since 
‘November, 1947, when they were called 
-in and instructed on their duties under 
the mandatory fair trade act passed by 
the Legislature last year. 

I may state further that I have never 
talked to the investigators, or any of 
«them, with reference to securing assist- 
> ance, financial or otherwise, in the past 
» campaign, ana, so far as I know, the 
-same holds true of other members of 
‘the commission and of its ranking em- 
* ployes, 

_. These are facts. If you have any evi- 
dence that any investigator attached to 
“the commission has attempted to “shake

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Altogether, the Allied losses ran to some 
77,000. About 8000 were killed on the field, 
48,000 were wounded and 21,000 were captured 
or missing. Losses in equipment, including tanks 
and anti-tank weapons, were heavy. 

What were the conditions which made this 
possible? Who was responsible? 

Two-thirds of the way through his book, 
Gen. Eisenhower answers these questions fully 
and without hesitation. The conditions which 
made the attack successful for a time were those 
growing out of a military plan to keep the West- 
ern front on the offense against the Nazis. — 

Gen. Eisenhower agreed with his Twelfth Army 
Group Commander, Gen. Omar Bradley, that 
the controlling factors favored continuing offen- 
sives. Important gains were being realized in 
terms of casualties, enemy losses running double 
to ours. Both commanders were opposed to 
sitting still and doing nothing while the Ger- 
mans perfected defenses. Both thought that a 
stagnant front, even though it would enable the 
Allies to strengthen their lines in thin spots, 
such as the Ardennes, would be the worse choice 
because it would enable the enemy to go into 
winter quarters. 

And so Dwight Eisenhower withie without the 
least qualification: 

The responsibility for maintaining only 
four divisions on the Ardennes front and 
for running the risk of a large German 
penetration in that area was mine. At any 
moment from Nov. 1 onward, I could have 
passed to the defensive along the whole 
front and made our lines absolutely secure 
from attack while we waited reinforcements. 
My basic decision was to continue the offen- 
sive to the extreme limit of our ability, and 
it was this decision that was responsible for 


the startling success of the first week of 
the German December attack. 


There were intelligence reports about in- 


creasing infantry formations on the enemy side . 


in the Ardennes region, an area in which both 
forces had been resting tired divisions, There 
was the fact that the German Sixth Panzer 
Army had been lost from American intelligence. 
Yet factors such as these could not be con- 
trolling in the Eisenhower strategy. He says: 


This type of report is always coming from 
one portion or another of a front. The com- 
mander who took counsel only of all the 
gloomy Intelligence estimates would never 
win a battle; he would forever be sitting, 
fearfully waiting for the predicted catas- 
trophes. 


No reader must be allowed to conclude ‘that’ 


Gen. Eisenhower had no thought for the men 
in the field in such a situation. He makes it 


.very clear that the destructive moral effect of 


a battle like that in the Ardennes falls most 
heavily upon the troop units which are struck. 
These soldiers in the front lines are confronted 
by overwhelming power and are unaware of the 
measures of their commanders for moving to 
their support. They, in the words of the Su- 
preme Commander, “inevitably experience con- 
fusion, bewilderment and discouragement.” 
. ~ » 

It is not necessary here to retell the story of 
the ‘Battle of the Bulge—how it was launched, 
how it progressed, where and how it was 
stopped. The 10ist Division at Bastogne, taking 
punishment and resisting enemy pressure, is a 
full chapter in the history of World War II. 

The point now is that Gen. Eisenhower says 
frankly that the fighting in the autumn of 1944 
followed the pattern he had personally pre- 
“We remained on 
the offensive and weakened ourselves where 
necessary to maintain those offensives. This 
plan gave the German opportunity to launch 
his attack against a weak portion of our lines. 
If giving him that chance is to be condemned 
by historians, their condemnation should be 
directed at me alone.” 

Already a great leader of men, Dwight Eisen- 
hower stands up even higher as he speaks these 
words. He is the commander who knows that he 
may delegate an assignment but that he can 
never delegate the responsibility. 

Historians will debate the wisdom of the 
strategy preceding the Battle of the Bulge. They 
will never have occasion to debate the question 
of responsibility. A man called Ike by the GIs 
has taken that on himself for once and all.

Probably.its worst weakness is that it 
does not provide for enough subsidized low- 
rental housing—only 125,000 units per year for 
four years. In contrast, the over-all objective of 
the bill is 15,000,000 new housing units in 10 
years. That disproportion ought to be corrected. 
Slum clearance, which is one of the purposes 
of the bill, invariably depends on providing sub- 
sidized housing for those who cannot pay a 
profit-yielding rent. No matter what other plans 
may be made for clearing and redeveloping a 
blighted area, they cannot be carried out unless 


‘new housing is made available for slum-dwellers. 


It will be less easy to change other provisions 


of the bill, and there is less immediate need for. 


such changes. It might be revised somewhat to 
provide more help for municipalities and lim- 
ited-return rehabilitation corporations which 
undertake clearance projects such as that con- 
templated here under the proposed $16,000,000 
bond issue. 

Eventually, the chief feature of the bill—its 
mortgage and loan guarantees—also will have to 
be revised. In essence, this is.an elaboration of 
the FHA plan. Under it, mortgages and con- 
struction will be underwritten up to 90 per cent. 

This takes just about gll the risk out of the 
real estate and building businesses. Also in this 
period of inflation, it is an inducement to those 
desperately in need of shelter to sign up for 20 
or 25 years of monthly payments which may be 
out of all proportion to their incomes. 


It. is not going to be easy to squeeze out in- - 


flated housing costs. But Congress should be 
thinking about how Government can help to do 
it. One way is to encourage new manufacturing 
processes which give the buyer more house for 
his money. Congress should also realize that 
under the T-E-W bill, the Government will be 
the real enterpriser in the housing field. It will 
be taking the risks while the builders do the job 
for it and pocket the profits. If that’s the way 
it has to be, then Congress should think of ways 
of limiting profits so that prices may be brought 
down. 


A Kickback Doctor Goes to Jail 

Income tax prosecution is an oblique way of 
going after the medical kickback racket, but it 
has been effective in the case of a Michigan eye 
doctor. Dr. Harold H. Heuser of Bay City has 
been sent to prison for four months for failing 
to report his kickback income on his income 
tax return. 

The Heuser case is a reminder that the Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector’s office in St. Louis prom- 
ised last February an investigation into doc- 
tors’ income tax returns to learn whether they 
had taken kickbacks but failed to report them. 

Has the Collector’s office made any headway? 
The first step, obviously, it seems, would be to 
investigate the incomes and the tax returns of 
the physicians who have been accused by the 
Department of Justice of taking kickbacks. A 
few such prosecutions as that of Dr. Heuser, and 
not only. would the Government recover taxes 
due to it, but a powerful discouragement would 
be presented to a grasping practice. 
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To Strengthen Free Enterprise 

Hearings on monopolistic and unfair trade 
practices have begun before the House Small 
Business Committee, with the idea of recom- 
mending legislation to the next Congress. Two 
very much needed matters of legislation come 
immediately to mind. 

There is a wave of monopolistic mergers in 
American industry which the Government is 
powerless to stem. The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion cannot act because the Clayton Act of 1914, 
which enabled the FTC to stop monopoly gained 
by stock purchases, negleeted to grant the same 
power: over the purchase of other assets. Sena- 
tor O’Mahoney and Representative (now Sena- 
tor-elect) Kefauver submitted a bill long-ago to 
close this loophole, and the bill had a favorable 
committee report from the Republican House. 
It should become law in the next Congress. 

In the Bulwinkle-Reed Act, the retiring Con- 
gress granted exemption from the anti-trust laws 
to private rate-making committees maintained 
by nominally competitive railroads. The next 
Congress should withdraw this grant of monop- 
oly power. Legislation is needed to correct the 
inadequacies of public regulation in the, trans- 
portation industry, but the Bulwinkle-Reed Act 
is not more regulation but less.

The longshoremen’s strike which has 
now resulted in the largest East Coast ship- 
ping tieup since the industry was unionized, 
is only superficially a wage dispute.. Actu- 
ally it is a further outbreak of an inter- 
mittent three-year struggle by the rank 
and file of the union to rid itself of an 
unpopular leader who has a lifetime hold 
on his job. 

The union has long been notorious for 
its undemocratic leadership and unsavory 
gangster connections. Joseph P. Ryan, its 
leader for 20 years, .- 
has had standing al- 
liances with ship- 
owners and politi- 
cians. It has long 
been his policy to 
conclude his own ne- 
with the 
owners and to an- 
nounce the terms to. 
the rank and file 
which, until 1945, 
simply accepted 
them, Joseph P. Ryan 

Two years before this, Ryan had rail- 
roaded his own election as lifetime presi- 
dent of the International Longshoremen’s 
Association through the national conven- 
tion, and this act brought into the open 
some of the deep dissensions within the 
union. 


Graft in Getting Jobs 


Repeated sluggings, murders and other 
disorders along the New York waterfront 
led to the creation of a Citizens’ Water- 
front Committee at about the same time. 
This committee’s report strongly criticized 
the “shape-up,” a hiring method by which 
men must report every morning at dock 
entrances until a foreman emerges, takes 
his choice and turns the rest away. 


This, the committee found, is a prolific 
source of graft, gangsterism and corruption. 
It described the union management as un- 
democratic and ridden by rackets, 

Encouraged by this evidence that public 
opinion might support their side, minor 
union leaders opposed to Ryan created 
“rank and file committees” to scrutinize 
every contract signed by Ryan on the 


union’s behalf, and to force consideration 
of objections. Out of these committees 
came rejection of the longshoremen’s con- 
tract of 1945, followed by a spontaneous, 
and almost leaderless, wildcat strike, and 
the tugboat workers’ strike of 1946, or- 
ganized along similar lines. 


The strike which is now in progress be- 
gan in precisely the same manner, with 
the New York local’s committee rejecting 
the Ryan-sponsored contract. But to gen- 
eral dissatisfaction with the union presi- 
dent there has since been added wide- 
spread but confused revolt against the 
Taft-Hartley Act and some of the court de- 
cisions which have arisen from it, 


Ryan’s Bid for Power 


Instead of fighting the strike and calling 
his opponents Communists, which have been 
previous tactics, Ryan has made a bold bid 
to fYestore his old power and outwit as- 
pirants for his place by accepting the New 
York rebuke and calling all East Coast 
locals out in its support. The strike now 
has spread to Canada although, in an ap- 
parent attempt to increase bargaining ad- 
vantages, the Gulf workers are exempt. 


It is possible to feel & good deal of sym- 
pathy with the longshoremeén who have had 
notoriously bad working conditions and 
poor pay and, apparently, a union which 
has done very little to remedy their griev- 
ances. But it is fantastic and intolerable 
that intra-union rivalries can force almost 
the whole of the nation’s foreign com- 
merce to a standstill and imperil foreign 
policy, as this strike is doing. 


Under the Taft-Hartley Act, the Presi- 
dent may constitute a board of inquiry 
which may recommend in the case of a 
strike affecting “an entire industry ... 
engaged in trade, commerce, transporta- 
tion, transmission or communication among 
the several States or with foreign nations,” 
an injunction against its continuance. 


The strike is certainly interfering in 


drastic manner with both domestic and for-* 


eign commerce, But what an injunction 
can accomplish against a union striking in 
part against its own as is debat- 
able,

Nostalgic Humor 
SWEET AND 7 by oe Wechsberg. (Hoseniyr 
Mifflin Co., 268 Pages, $2.75.) 
An sacuenad ade is so delightful, sO 
refreshing and unpredictable that once the 


reader has read a few pages he ‘feels in-~ 
clined to slow down in order to prolong his 


enjoyment. Joseph Wechsberg has written 
just such a book. 


Someone has said of Wechsberg that he 
is a fugitive from boredom. He most cer- 
tainly is a refugee from the commonplace. 
The book is a collection of short stories 
about his early life in his native land of 
Czechoslovakia. It tells of his growing up 
to become a musician in the “boites de 
nuit” of Paris and aboard the prewar lux- 
ury steamers, Even in his youth he learned 
to find the interesting, humorous, and 


whimsical as an escape from the routine 


and monotony of small town middle class 
life. Even as a young boy he developed a 
refreshing approach to living. When his 
family lost its bank, a delicatessen took 


over the premises. Young Joseph loved this’ 


delicatessen and defended the proprietor’s 
baldness on the grounds that anyone should 
be glad to give all of his hair in exchange 
for such a grand establishment. 

Much of Mr, Wechsberg’s humor deals 
with odd people whom he attracts in num- 
bers. Almost every person in his book 
seems to possess some peculiarity of pér- 
sonality. For example, his cousin Dolek 
who set out on his graduation trip to Venice 
with only a ruck sack full of clean under- 
wear and an 11 volume set of the comedies 
and tragedies of Shakespeare. And there 
is his friend Alain, a fellow musician 
aboard the “Ile de France,” who has'a wife 
in New York who wants to see Paris and 

a girl friend in Paris 
who wants to see 
New York. 

It is not unlikely 
that Wechsberg will 
be compared to Bem- 
melmans, Both have 
the same preoccupa,- 
tion with food, and 
an affinity for “char- 
acters” and peculiar 
situations.

Not the Press.

It also conveniently ignores 
the fact that attacks in the press 
and on the radio directed against 
President Truman were some- 
times as virulent and as distorted 
as those aimed at Wallace. News- 
papers with an estimated 80 per 
cent of all readers favored the 
election of Gov. Dewey over Mr. 
Truman. 

Very much the same preponder- 
ance of press support was given 
to F.D.R.’s Republican opponents 
in 1936 and 1940. The newspaper 
backing for Roosevelt, as war 
leader, was somewhat greater in 
1944, Quite clearly the press does 
not, sway any great mass of vot- 
ers. 

Over and over again during the 
campaign, Wallace demonstrated 
his political ineptitude. Seldom 
has any man in American polit- 
ical history been so ill equipped 
for the rough-and-tumble of cam- 
paigning.

The major claim to come out of 
the Wallace post-mortem in Chi- 
cago was that the third party 
forced Truman in his campaign 
to move left.

The Wallaceites, in my opinion, 
can make out a fairly good case. 
One of the objectives of the Tru- 
man strategists was to recapture 
as much of the Wallace vote as 
possible by a strong New Deal 
line. 

On the other hand, if the Presi- 
dent really wanted to win re-elec- 
tion, he had no choice but to take 
the liberal-labor side regardless 
of whether there had been a third 
party in the field. He had to win 
the support of organized labor 
and organized farmers, and he 
did it by promising all that the 
New Deal had promised. 


One Threat Remains. 


Strangely enough, there are 
those on the extreme Right who 
seem determined to give Wallace 
another and perhaps far more 
favorable opportunity. I mean 
those who are saying in the after- 
math of the: Truman victory that 
the will of the majority who voted 
for the candidate promising change 
and reform can be balked. They 
are saying tbat a coalition of 
Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats can make the election mean- 
ingless. 

In other words, they are saying 
that the democratic system is null 
and void. That, incidentally, is a 
kind of subversiveness which 
makes Communism look almost 
respectable.

Dr. Judd, a former medical mis- 
sio to China, spoke at the

| churches in St. Louis and on the 


East Side. The conferences, aimed 


-|}at raising $150,000,000 for foreign 


missions for the next five years, 
are being held in 36 other cities 
throughout the country. They be- 
gan yesterday and will end today. 

“There is no common accept- 
ance of agreed principles or goals 
in the world today,” Dr. Judd said. 
“Therefore, we will not get any 
political agreements until both 
sides want them. Even the United 
Natiotis can’t do the job of keep- 
ing the peace until there is a gen- 
eral agreement among all coun- 
tries. : 

“We won’t get agreement until 
Russia finds it advantageous to 
do so. In the U.N., for example, 
Russia has used the veto 27 times 
to prevent the peace. The devil 
himself couldn’t have thought of 
a better device than the veto for 
keeping the world apart. 

The U.N. and Christianity, 

“Russia is in dead earnest. It 
intends to win. It is playing for 
control of the world. 

“But, thank God, there id an- 
other world organization. It is 
Christianity. It is the only organi- 
zation that gives any hope of ex- 
panding the area of agreement 
and it is the most powerful move- 
ment of all times. In it lies our 
hope.” 

Turning to the situation in 
China, where he spent many 
years, Dr. Judd said that what 
happens in China will determine 
the future of the United States. 
He called for speedy aid to the 
forces fighting Communism there 
and recalled a conversation he had 
with Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek last year. 

“‘In Europe’,” he said the Gen- 
eralissimo told him, “‘you Amer- 
icans tell people that you won't 
help them unless they resist Com- 
munism, But in Asia, you tell us 
we'll get no help unless. we take 
them in’.” 

Dr. Judd called Soviet Russia a 
“glacier of tyranny,” recalled that 
Lenin had declared “the ultimate 
decision will be made by the bil- 
lions of Asia,” arid asked: “How 
can we be so blind?”

, while adbeed ae end ‘shooting 
lead at the ducks from below 
Government planes are “pombe 
ing” them from the air, and try- 
ing to herd them away from the 
grain fidids into the refuges. 

The figures cited here on water- 
fowl populations are those of the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Its biologists and tra™ned 
observers have all sections of the 
continental migration routes un- 
der scrutiny, and during the last 
year or so have kept tabs on the 
waterfowl by plane, ship and land 
trek, from northernmost breeding 
grounds in Alaska and the eastern 
Arctic, to wintering places in 
South America, In the case of 
some dangerously diminished spe- 
cies, such as the trumpeter swan, 
they are keeping, exact count of 
the population down to the last 
cygnet. 

201 Waterfowl Refuges. 

Congressional concern with the 
conservation of wildlife is chiefly 
aimed at the*protection of these 
migratory species, as non-migra- 
tory game is mostly a problem for 
the individual states, In this con- 
nection, the acquisition of new 


land for game refuges is a most 
important consideration, and Con- 
gress’s co-operation in this has 
been excellent in recent sessions, 
There are 201 waterfow! refuges 
in the nation today, embracing 
3,250,000 acres of marsh and other 
habitat. 

The other wildlife conservation 
program which Congress must 
sustain through its financing. en- 
tails research. This includes such 
varied federal studies.as how to 
make contaminated water im- 
poundments habitable for musk- 
rats, how to grow wildlife food 
plants in worthless marshes; how 
to maintain the best breeding 
stock among the heavily trapped 
fur-bearing animals and how. to 
increase wildlife on farms. 

The last is no small portion of 
the total resource, either. During 
1946, 2,700,000 trappers sold $125,- 
000,000 worth of skins on the fur 
markets. Three-fourths of the 
trappers were farmers.

At the same time, however, the 
CIO says it will stay outside the 
Democratic and Republican par- 
ties.

Greer Remains a Lady 


OR some reason lately, Hollywood producers seem resolved 
to humanize their female dramatic stars by putting’ them 
in comedies. Last week we had Bette Davis in one, and 
this week, at LOEW’S STATE, we have none other than the 
stately Greer Garson letting her hair down 
in rough and tumble antics in “JULIA MIS- 
BEHAVES,” loosely adapted from Margery 
Sharp’s novel, “The Nutmeg Tree.” 

As a music hall entertainer thrown to- 
gether with her wealthy husband, from whom 
she has been separated 14 years, by the wed-. 
ding plans for their daughter, Greer shows 

her legs, and very good ones they are too, in long theatrical 
hose, takes a bubble bath, is tossed about by an acrobatic 
troupe, is dumped into a lake by a leaky rowboat, is chased 
by a bear, and falls on her face in a mud-puddle, These efforts 
at slapstick and farce are so determined they have a slight 
air of desperation about them. We’re glad to report, however, 
that Greer is very sporting about it and remains a perfect: 
lady throughout, worthy of the memory of Madame Curie and 
Mrs. Minniver. But she definitely is more at home in a draw- 
ing room than a mud-puddle. If it’s comedy they want for 
her, it should be high comedy, not farce. But, as it is, the 
script and direction are more to blame than Greer for the often 
dull and plodging results. What few chuckles there are are 
earned by her. 


Walter Pidgeon ambles amiably through as usual as the 
husband, Elizabeth Taylor as the daughter has developed into 
a striking beauty, but is wasted on the role. That usually 
effervescent young man, Peter Lawford, seems a trifle dis- 
pirited as Elizabeth’s suitor, and we suspect it’s because he 
had an accurate idea of just how funny the movie was going 
to be.

Paramount has used the Nazi war crime trials as the back- 
ground for a melodrama called “SEALED VERDICT,” at the 
AMBASSADOR, but hasn’t accomplished it with much realism, 
punch or suspense, and we think that if you want a sketch of 

postwar German problems, you’d have much 
more fun seeing “A Foreign Affair” again. 

It has a similar situation to “Boomerang,” 
in that Ray Milland, as a major prosecuting 
war crimes, has a twinge of conscience and 
believes for a time that a German general 
whose death sentence he has obtained for 
shooting prisoners might be innocent. Just 

why he has this change of mind is hard to figure out, unless 
it’s because his investigations give him a chance to become bet- 
ter acquainted with a beautiful French girl suspected of ,col- 
laboration, played by Florence Marly, a European import to 
Hollywood. Anyway, the investigation proves the Nazi guilty, 
which leaves us right where we were at the start and makes 
one wonder why in the hell the movie was ever made. 


In spite of a little pressure from top brass to put the heat 
on the trials as a means of disciplining the German popula- 
tion, we find Mr. Milland and the Judge Advocate General’s 
department remaining stanchly legal and uncompromisingly 
fair, so that anybody who was worried that maybe Herman 
Goering and those boys got a dirty deal can go to sleep nights 
knowing it ain’t so. “ 


The co-feature is more entertaining. It’s a slight but nice 
little comedy with some songs, called “ISN’T IT ROMANTIC,” 
about an old unreconstructed Virginia rebel exiled among the 


Indiana Yankees around the turn of the century, who gets 


himself and his three beautiful daughters into a mess of trouble. 
Roland Culver makes the old fighting cock amusing, in spite 
of a Southern British accent, and Veronica Lake, Mona Free- 
man, Mary Hatcher and Billy De Wolfe are all satisfactory.

The story of the burlesque pair, Skid and 

Bonny, and how Skid’s big head over success 

on Broadway, dame-chasing and booze finally 

landed him in the gutter, never was much 

of a drama and was of interest in its last 

stage revival purely because of that fine clown, Mr. Lahr, 

Dailey is an engaging song-and-dance man, but he is no Lahr 

and certainly his dramatic depths never get more than ankle 

deep, so there’s not much pathos about his Skid. Miss Grable 

gives as thin a performance as usual. Emotionally, she can’t 

whip herself into more than a slight frown over Skid’s dere- 
lictions. 


Lamar Trotti’s screenplay makes the usual Hollywood com- 
promises, so the film misses completely the hard, cheap and 
tawdry, but human air of burlesque backstage. It makes Skid 
just an innocent victim of a misunderstanding over another 
dame. Altogether, it’s pretty similar to the last backstage 
movie you saw. 


The B-epic, “JUNGLE PATROL,” is about eight Air Force 
pilots in New Guinea who have knocked down 110 Jap planes 
without losing one of their own, who are visited in the jungle 
by a beautiful U.S.O. entertainer with a fresh permanent wave, 
all by herself. Nobody even thinks of making a pass at her, 
and the boys all make Sir Gallahad and Lord Chesterfield 
look like uncouth barbarians by comparison. The producers 
gaye money by having an air battle followed over the radio 
instead of showing it. An air shot of a Jap bombing attack, 
evidently culled from Army combat film, shows the bombs 
falling on country which looks more like France than New 
Guinea. In other words, you’d hardly describe it as being 
intensely realistic.

It also provides 
that everyone has the right to 
equal pay for equal work accom- 
plished and everyone is free to 
form and join trade and labor 
unions for protection of his rights 
and interests. It further states 
every person who works has the 
right to receive remuneration in 
proportion to his capacity and 
remuneration that will assure him 
a decent standard of living for 
himself and his family.

Children’ $ Stories That Children eit That's the Secret of Martin Brothers’ Success

HEN your pride and joy, 

junior grade, bégs, “Daddy, 

tell me a story,” give a fleet- 
ing thought to the Martin broth- 
ers, Bill and Bernard, who have 
held story telling sessions for 
over a million children during the 
past three years. 

The difference between your ef- 
forts and theirs is that the Mar- 
tins do, not only story telling, but 
story testing. When they finish a 
tour of stores, schools, and hospi- 
tals, like their current coverage 
of 22 cities, Bill’s stories and Ber- 
nard’s illustrations have passed 
the test of thousarids of experts— 
the kids themselves — and are 
ready for book form.

I think it was that 
personal note that first gave me 
the idea to try the juvenile field.”

“It had the charm that comes 
with folk tales,” he said, “from 
the love and understanding of 
the people who tell them. I wrote 
the story just as a hobby and 
sent it to Maxine (Bernard’s wife) 
because she thought it might be 
good therapy if she could get him 
interested in the story and help 


him take his mind off his injury. 
It proved to be the trick that 
helped him become revitalized in 
his art work.”

You have three choices. The 
first choice is to double; the sec- 
ond choice to take the nine 6f 
clubs and knock; the third choice 
is to take the nine and continue 
play. 

The third choice has little to 
commend it. Your hand does not 
indicate a good play for gin and 
the chances are pretty good that 
your opponent is waiting for some 
gin card with a high card com- 


bination. Maybe your jack of dia- | 


monds is one of his gin cards. Ac- 
cordingly you are down to the 
first two choices and right here 
is where doubling gin becomes 
particularly fascinating. 

You surely should double if you 
think your opponent will accept. 
After all you certainly expect that 
a knock will win the hand for 
you. However, he does not have 
to accept the double. In that case 
you will win the refusal bonus and 
little if anything else since there 
is little chance that his un- 
matched total will be much more 
than thirty-two. 

If you think he will refuse the 
double your play is to pick up the 
nine spot and knock for one. If 
he is waiting with three or four 
high cards you will win a nice 
thirty or forty points.

So go 
ahead and make your own deci- 
sions.

E’VE had a cequest for some 
W good pancake sirups easy to 

make at home. Everyone 
likes hot, tender, light pancakes, 
especially when soaked with a 
rich, flavorsome sirup. Good maple 
sirup is scarce and too expensive 
for many of us. Even though 
there are some pretty fair com- 
mercial pancake sirups, good 
homemade toppings are less ex- 
pensive and they can be very pal- 
atable. 

A favorite with many home- 
makers is a plain sugar sirup made 
with eitber brown or white sugar. 
When maple flavoring is added to 
either type of sirup, one can 
imagine they are being treated to 
a real Vermont hard maple prod- 
uct. Even light corn sirup heated 
and maple flavored is a worth- 
while variation. Honey heated and 
toned down with butter and orange 
juice as in today’s recipe is also 
pleasing. Always serve the sirups 


hot, for pancakes cool off quickly. 
A hot covering helps keep them 
deliciously warm to the last bite. 

Heated cherry, peach or. other 
preserves make good toppings, too. 
Heat right in the jar by standing 
it in a pan of hot water over a 
low flame, occasionally stirring 
genty. 

With the many fine pancake 
mixes on the market, griddle 
cakes may be had in a jiffy. To 
make them rich as your own, an 
egg or a little melted shortening 
can be added. But when topped 
with butter or fortified margarine 
and a sweet, hot sirup, they’re 
welcome fare just as they are. 

Simple Maple-Flavored Sugar 

Sirup. 

Two cups sugar, one cup boiling 
water, small pinch of salt, half a 
teaspoon maple flavoring. Meas- 
ure sugar into saucepan, add boil- 
ing water and salt. Stand over 
low heat for two or three min- 


utes, shaking pan occasionally. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
flavoring. Pour into a heated 
pitcher and serve hot over pan- 
cakes, Enough to serve from 12 
to 15 pancakes (using one-fourth 
cup batter for each cake). 
Orange Butter Honey. 

One cup honey, one-fourth cup 
butter or margarine, one-fourth 
cup orange juice, pinch of salt. 
Heat honey and butter to simmer- 
ing stage. Remove from heat and 
stir in orange juice and salt. Pour 


while hot over pancakes. Enough 
to serve 12.to 15 packages.
